Fire Hazard of Straw Slabs 





To the Editor of 'The Builder' 

Sir.- Under a heading 'Fire Resistance 
of Straw Slabs' Mr. H.W. Joynes wrote a 
letter, which appeared in 'The Builder’ 
of May 15, criticising as ‘inaccurate 
and misleading' a statement in 'The 
Builder' of April 3 realting to fire 
hazard of straw boards. Since Mr. Joy- 
nes cites reports of a test carried out 
by the Joint Fire Research Organisation 
in support of his criticism it is des- 
irable that we should point out that he 
is using evidence which is not relevant 
to the point at issue. 

The influence of the materials 
for internal linings in a building on 
the course of a fire depends on their 
ignitability and the assistance they 
give to the spread of fire within the 
part of the building where it started. 
The article in 'The Builder' of April 3 
was concerned with the properties of 
materials which affect the growth of a 
fire within a compartment of a building 
and it is not apposite to quote the re- 
sult of a fire resistance test which 
measures the ability of a structure to 
give protection against fires' penetra- 
ting to another compartment. 

Mr.Joynes mentions two reports of 
roof tests, showing the ability ofa 
Stramit deck to resist penetration by 
fire from outside and inside a build- 
ing respectively. These are beside the 
point; the real issue as far as the use 
of combustible materials for the ther- 
mal insulation of buildings is concern- 
ed, relates to the flame retardant pro- 
perties,and the surface spread of flame 
test of BS 476: Part 1 provides a means 
of measuring such properties,

The Brick Shortage.- The shortage of 
bricks has prompted MPs to put further 
questions in the House of Commons to 
Mr. Molson, Minister of Works, In a 
written reply on June 23, to Mr. Dodds, 
Mr.Molson said that brick produotion 
in the first five months of the foil- 
owing years was ; 1951, 2,437m.; 1955, 
2 ,866m.; 1957, 2,934m.; 1959, 2,699m. 

Mr. Molson added The figures of 
houses started and completed do not 
suggest that there is any slowing down 
of house building. I am not aware that 
building operations have been held up 
or delayed through shortage of bricks 
on more than a few sites T have no 
accurate information of the number of 
brickmaking firms which have gone out 
of business since 1951, but about 100 
prickworks have been closed down be- 
cause claypits have become uneconomic 
or for other reasons 

Replying to Mr, Ledger, the Minis- 
ter said that difficulties had ari- 
sen over deliveries of certain popul- 
ar bricks, particularly Flettons, in 
some areas. He was in touch nationally 
with brick manufacturers and every- 
thing possible was being done to min- 
imise delays
